To Fight Malaria.—-Major Ronald Ross, who has 
just sailed from Liverpoo! as the chief of the expedition 
fo Western Africa from 
the Sehool of Tropical 
Medicine, is the discoverer 
of the connection between 
the bites of the mosquito 
and malaria. Major Ross 
was much impressed by the 
ravages which malaria 
effects amongst the white 
men in tropical countries. 
In one twelvemonth, out of 
178,197 mın in the Indian 
Army, there were more 
than 75,000 admissions to 
hospita} on account of this 
one malady. After the 
most careful research he 
learnt that the prevalence 
of malaria in any definite 
spot bore remarkable pro- 
portion to the numbèr of 
mosquitoes there found. 
Microscopic research indi- 
cated poison in the sting of 
the mosquito, which there- 
fore caused the fever. 
M . jor Ross believes that by draining the soil, by destroying 
larvæ, and by the use of other precautions, malaria can be 
extirpated as ecomp'etely as ague has been banished from 
Great Britain in the course of the last half-century. He 
proceeds to Sierra Leone, a very deadly district. There he 
and his colleegues will try to drive away the mosquitoes 
by an unstinted use of petroleum. 


Indisposition of Miss Ormerod.—Those inter- 
ested in rural industries will learn with regret that M’ss 
Eleanor A. Ormerod, LL.D., 
is lying ill at St. Albans, 
and recently resigned her 
work in connection with 
the observation of injurious 
insects and common farm 
pests. The reason given 
for her resignation is that 
the task she set herself in 
1876 has been achieved. At 
that date little was known 
of the habits and means of 
prevention of those insects 
which were so seriously 
injurious to our crops, and 
of that little only a small 
amonnt was accessible fox 
public use. Tt was to meet 
thes: two difficulties that 
Miss Ormerod undertook 
her famous work. Year 
after year she has been 
collecting information, the 
result of which has been 
gradually to complete the 
histories of most of our 
worst insect pests; the 
information has been so 
classified and arranged, 
also, that-on it a practical 
system of economic cn- 
tomology has been built 
up, which now plays an 
important part in the daily k 
work of our fields, gardens, orchards, and forests. The 
result is that the additional information now received each 
year is but rarelyof great agricultural ov economic import- 
ance. Those engaged in rural pursuits cannot but wish 
Miss Ormerod speedy recovery.

Continuing our march, we soon 
came in touch with Barker's column, but by 
this time the Boers had broken back in small 
parties in different directions.”

Dunedin, where some disappointment is felt at the 
curtailment of the Royal visit, was most enthusiastic, 
and prepared a great reception. The “New Edinburgh,’ 
as Dunedin is often spprortiniiy designated, is by all who 
have visited it acknowledged to be one of the most charm- 
ingly eituated places in the world. The exact antithesis of 
Christchurch, it is built on sloping ground, surrounded by 
densely wooded hills, at the head of Otago Harbour, nine 
miles from Port Chalmers. Dunedin (shown in our Sketch) 
was founded fifty-three years ago as a special Scotch settle- 
ment, the “ Free Kirk” movement in Scotland materially 
aiding the emigration to Otago. The well-built streets’ do 
credit to the residents, and indicate the unmistakable pro- 
sperity of the city.
